Classification of Dahlias 


Dahlias are Divided into Show, Fancy, Decorative, 
Cactus, Pompon and Single 


SHOW DAHLIAS—Include all large, close-flowering varieties of a single 
color, and those in which the ground color is of a lighter shade than 
the edges or tips. 

FANCY DAHLIAS—Inelude all striped, large flowering varieties and those 
in which the ground color is darker than the edges or tips. 

CACTUS DAHLIAS—Are known by their long, pointed and _ twisted 
petals. 

DECORATIVE DAHLIAS—Include all large, loose-flowering varieties. 

POMPON DAHLIAS—Include all small flowering varieties. 

SINGLE DAHLIAS—Have but a single row of petals.
